His notes are now in the hands 
of the First National Bank, but lie claims 
it took them with knowledge of all the 
equities. 
He has often oflered to give up 
his stock on gctiiog back the money he 
put in, but Cobb refuses to make any ar­ 
rangement, and Kelly now wants the sale 
set aside ou the ground of fraud.

“The first boy that ev er sold newspapers on 
trains now liv es in Chicago,” said a train boy 
ru nning between Chicago and OmatML ”1 
knew him q u ite well. He is known as Col. 
Harry Ashby , proprietor of the Metropolitan 
hotel. He is a New Yorker by birth and in 
his y ou th, way back in 18 45 or ’40 he was ed­ 
u cated in all the branches of a New York 
hoodlu m’s trade. He had at that time a com­ 
panion, now known to fame in horse racing 
circles as ‘Lu cky ’ Baldwin, who was at that 
time a peddler of second-hand books among 
newsdealers. Charles Bash an old gray -haired 
f indu ctor on the Hu dson Riv er road, and 
wh6 was one of the first employ es on the v ery 
first train of cars that was ru n in America, 
was a friend of y ou ng Ashby and allowed 
him to get on bis train and dispose of his 
papers among the passengers l>etween New 
York and Albany . Charlie died long ago, 
bu t he is lov ingly remembered by Ashby . 
On his first trip on the Hu dson Riv er rorad 
Ashby took ou t 1,000 Heralds and Tribu nes, 
and sold ev ery one. 
He thou ght ho was a 
rich man and when he retu rned to New 
York be bou ght a new su it of clothes and 
went on q u ite a spree. 
The resu lt wa3 he 
missed his nex t trip and ‘Lu cky ’ Baldwin got 
his place and bu siness. He then sou ght other 
pu rsu its, and when the war broke ou t he en­ 
tered the serv ice and became a colonel— 
Chicago Herald.

demand should be comp lied with.

George’s theories, the sub stance of which is 
a denial that he has' over said 
“ H e r e a f te r 
millionaires are to b o on one side of politics, 
and workingmen on the other,” and that 
“with all its drawb acks and horrors, and 
short-comings the great epoch of the French 
revolution, now a century gone, is ab out to 
repeat itself here,” or such other saying as 
that his supporters “can not shirk their 
b ounden duty, for if they do over afterward 
they will b o tab ooed from the workingmen s 
society.” These reports Mr. George declares 
to b e either total falsehoods, or a maligarant 
garb ling of what he said. 
He then says that Mr. Hewitt’s “assertion 
that the ex emption of b uildings and improve­ 
ments from tax ation would b e for the b enefit 
of the rich and injury of the poor,” has no 
weight ex cept with the ignorant, b ecause 
everyb ody knows that the user and not the 
owner pays the tax . Mr. George is sorry 
Mr. Hewitt made the assertion, as he could 
not have done it through ignorance. He then 
refers to an Interview repub lished in The 
Brooklyn Eagle, in which Mr. Hewitt speaks 
of the injustice of permitting what “John Stu­ 
art Mill aptly called ‘the unearned incre­ 
ment of wealth’ to go to individuals who hap­ 
pen to hold possession of land which grows 
in value b y the growth of the community, 
and that you then saw clearly that this great 
fraud, due solely to social growth, should b e 
taken in the same manner for tho b enefit of 
the whole people. Yet this is precisely tho 
proposition which you now declare com­ 
munistic and anarchistic.”

HIE IDEAL NEWSPAPER, 


AN INTERESTING ESSAY ON J OUR­ 
NALISM BY HENRY WATTERSON. 


The Three Cardinal Principle* of Pla­ 
in te re » ted ness, Cleanliness and rapac­ 
ity —Literature 
Gradually 
Crowded 
Out by J ournal.’« m. 


Yet, after all, has m t literature, and par­ 
ticularly fictitious litecUure, under its old 
forms, very nearly run its course? Is there 
any thing in books which the newspaper, 
adequately rendered, cannot better produce 
and supply , ex cept the records of times when 
there were no newsj>apers, admitting that 
works of the imagination have ex hausted 
their possibilities and spent their force# Mind 
y ou, no man thinks less of the current news­ 
paper than I do. It is a vast power mis­ 
directed, and I was almost going to say , 
wasted. But I have in my fancy a news­ 
paper not so misdirected and wasted, con­ 
ducted under the largest sense of public and 
personal rvsjx utsibility , edited with 
tact, 
ability and care, intelligently , and cleanly , 
and, where the occasion requires, brilliantly 
written, and y et furnished with all the re­ 
sources of modem enterprise and organiza­ 
tion. 
No newspaper answering this description 
now ex ists in the world, and perhaps none is 
likely to ex ist for a long time to come. 
But 
one will ex ist as soon os the ex priment is 
tried by a man equal to the task’ and master 
of the situation immediately at hand. Then 
the public, seeing what a newspaper really 
can l>e, will not hesitate to make its choice; 
and, after that, it will pay no man of brains 
and ambition to fish mud out of the sewers. 
But, it may be asked, what ought a news­ 
paper to 1**, and what can it be? It should, 
to begin with, Ihj a history , and a complete 
history , of y esterday , neatly and justly told. 
It should, to end with, be a chronicle of the 
life and thought, and, as far os may l^e, a re­ 
flection of the temper and tone of the people, 
done with absolute fidelity . 
The newspaper 
which first achieves these purposes will be the 
greatest of the practical successes, just as 
those newspaper» which have approached 
them nearest have been the greatest practical 
su ccesses. 
TUKEE CARDINAL PRINCIPLES. 
At the bottom of this scheme lie three car­ 
dinal principles. 
They are: 
Disinterested­ 
ness, cleanliness and capacity . 
The ideal editor need not be—nay , he must 
not be—a neutral or 
a “ free lance.” Often 
the worst kinds of servility and corruption 
are found masquerading under the pretense, 
and sometimes the actual belief, of “ Inde­ 
pendence.” No man can amount to much in 
this world who does not believe in something, 
and who has not some method in his believ­ 
ing, and to say of a man that he is not a 
partisan is to imply that he is either a scamp 
or a skeptic. The ideal editor may be as par­ 
tisan as ho pleases. 
But he must be disin­ 
terested; that is to say , he must be what he 
claims to be, and must seek to represent 
truth, ns h e sees it, for truth’s sake, and not 
for the sake of an office or a job. IIo must 
deal fairly and frankly by the public. 
Even 
the professed advocates of special interests by 
doing so have gained great credit; how much 
more credit is to be gained and merited by one 
wh o dedicates himself wholly to the general 
interest# Too honest to be bought and too 
brave to l>e bullied, such an one needs only 
capacity to compass every end possible to tho 
reason of his being. 
Ho will establish be­ 
tween h is readers and himself a perfect un- 
lerstanding; just such an understanding as 
is establish ed between the upright banker 
and his dep ositors or the honest lawy er and 
h is clients.

Th e bu siness of th e jou rnalist is to nrrest 
th e attention of th e p u blic from day to day , 
and th is p u ts a strain u p on th e inv entiv e 
facu lties and th o nerv ou s energy wh ich aro 
it war with th e steady and stu rdy comp osu re 
indisp ensable to su ccessfu l administrai ion. In 
h is p u blic intercou rse th e jou rnalist Is a 
debater, not an administrator. 
He mu st bo 
ready u p on th o instant for all comers, is al­ 
lowed no time to reflect or p rep are, and lias 
to sp eak to ev ery disjointed th ou gh t, giv ing 
each its p rop ortion. An ev ent, an idea, no 
bigger th an th e first ray of th e morning su n, 
ap p ears abov e th e su rface of affairs; h e can 
not wait for th is to disclose itself, bu t mu st 
deal with it at once; it sh ows its face a littlo 
more, and h e mu st m ark th e ch ange and deal 
with th at; and, finally , by th e time it 
lavs 
reach ed its comp lete dev elop ment and is 
ready for statesmen to take h old of it, th e 
jou rnalist h as p u t it before h is readers in 
many way s, according as it may h av e altered 
its asjK'cts in th e p rocess of rising abov e th o 
h orizon and ascending to its zenith . 
He wh o is unwilling to submit himself to 
the limitations which such work as this im­ 
poses had best leave journalism severely alone ; 
but to those who realize it and accept it there 
are lively times and plenty of usefulness 
ahead, for few pursuits in the world are more 
variable and ex citing than journalism. 
LITERATURE AND JOURNALISM. 
But I was speaking of literature and jour­ 
nalism, and the gradual crowding out of the 
one by the other. Already the greatest pub­ 
lishing houses are the gr^at newspaper ofTu ^a

are th e i-au citst come off v ictoriou s, bu t an 
ojien and resp onsible comp etition for legiti­ 
mate p atron age, based u p on th e p rincip les of 
su p p ly and demand wh ich p rev ail in oth er 
lines of bu siness enterp rise* 
No man wh o h as marked and considered 
th e wonderfu l p rogress of journalism the la.ee 
fortv y ears can dou bt this, or foil to see that 
the journal of the future will surpass the 
journal of th e p rcstnt day in character and 
tone q u ite u s faros 
the jou rn al of to-day sur­ 
p asses th e jou rnal of y esterday in opportunity 
and eq u ip ment. 
The ideal journalist must It independent of 
the p olitieal managers and the party workers. 
To U so indei*endent he must keep out Of 
their comp any . He must tie independent of 
th e adv erti-ers. To 1h> 
60 independent he 
must giv e th em a medium of communications 
wh ich tfcev cannot dispense with. 
He must 
U* indep endent of money pressure. To be so 
indep endent h e must mind his own business 
ex elu siv eiy , n 
process which rarely fails to ce- 
cu re |H*euniary independence, the root 6 f 
every kind of independence. 
Ten y ears of 
h onest db.rt h i these directions will establish 
him who makes it in public credit, and that 
alone is any man’s fortune.—Henry Watter-

fHE MANUFACTURE OF TOOTHPICKS. 


A Place W here They are Made b y tho 
M illion—A Caique Indtutry . 
There are, I havo been told, but three 
toothpick factories in the United States. One 
of them is located ut Belmont, Allegheny 
rounty , N. Y., just on the edge of the town, 
and near the banks of the Genesee river. 
In 
going over most factories one is generally 
ushered in at the wrong end, that is. where 
the completed work is ready for shipment. 
This factory was no ex ception to the rule, 
nut I will take y ou below stairs first, and we 
will then work upward gradually . 
The fac­ 
tory makes two articles of commerce—tooth­ 
picks, as already stated, and allumettes, or 
¡qjpp-lighters. 
To commence at first prin­ 
ciples, 
We started in the basement, and 
after ex ploring the engine room, betook our- 
selves to where the woodwork was in its first 
stages. 
We found in this second room piles 
of circular blocks of wood about six teen 
inches in diameter by perhaps five in thick­ 
ness. This wood was “ hard” and “ soft” 
maple and pine. These are put into a re­ 
volving machine, which strips them of their 
bark; they are then sent up to the first floor. 
Here they are again put into another revolv­ 
ing machine, which cuts them into fine strips, 
which are then cut into the required shape 
for toothpicks. Tho “ picks” are dropped out 
at one side, while the refuse falls from the 
other into a shaft, and is carried down to the 
basement, and subsequently used for firing. 
Some are round, some square. This little 
machine which makes them appears simple 
enough to the uninitiated, but in reality is 
quite complicated, containing, wo were in­ 
formed, several 
hundred 
knives. 
These 
small articles of after-dinner servico are then 
taken up to the second story , where they are 
kept in a heated room until sufficiently dry 
for packing. 
Descending to the first floor—for we have 
followed our miniature guide up stairs and 
down—we enter a room where several girls 
and women and two or three boy s are at 
work. One girl we find stamping thin paste­ 
board box es with a press and then folding 
these box es by hand with a rapidity impossi­ 
ble to be followed by the ey e. The ex peri­ 
enced fingers grow very nimble. 
On the 
other side of the room girls were sorting and 
arranging the “ picks” and putting them in 
box es. 
The work was ex ecuted with an 
alertness only acquired through long prac­ 
tice. The plan of arranging them in bundles 
preparatory to box ing in this: From the 
Liege heap in front draw a smaller quantity 
y et several times larger than the proposed 
bundles. These little sticks lay at “ six es and 
sevens” ns confused as the most contrary pile 
of jackstraws. 
Th e first motion is to draw th e p ile toward 
th o worker th o second to draw th e h ands 
across th e p ile laterally and carry off any 
offending sticks th at lay in th eir way , and 
th en close in th e p ile as th e th ird motion, 
again scattering and arranging. Reiterating 
th ese motions with more or less v ariation 
soon brings order ou t of ch aos, and th o p ile 
grows 
beau tifu lly less as comp act, neat 
bu ndles assu me th o desired sh ap e and p ro­ 
p ortion. Th ey were th en q u ickly box ed and 
th rown aside ready for market. 
In th e 
manu factu re of th o allu mette th e wood was 
cu t into long strip s of two different width s, 
fou r and a h alf inch es for th e narrower, and 
as I remember abou t eigh t inch es for th e 
wide, and a th irty -second of an inch in th ick­ 
ness. 
Th ese were th en h u ng from beams in 
a dry ing room, aiu l th e drap ed, ribbon-like 
effect of th e room was v ery p retty . Th ey 
were afterward p u t by th e q u antity into a 
cu tting mach ine, attended by *a boy , wh ence 
is.-u ed th e u sefu l allu mette, ready for binding 
and box ing.—Belmont Cor. Roch ester Union 
and Adv ertiser.

N ew In du stry in Sw eden. 
A new industry has lately sprung up in 
Sweilen, and promise shortly to become a 
most important one. Oil for illuminating pur­ 
poses is now manufactured in that country 
from tho stunq* and roots that remain in the 
forests after the timber has been cut. 
These 
are subjected to a process of dry distillation, 
and besides wood-oiJ many other products are 
obtained, among which turpentine, creosote, 
acetic acid, wood charcoal, tar-oils, etc. This 
oil can not be used in ordinary lamps, as con­ 
taining a largo proportion of carbon it gives 
off a great deal of smoko during combustion. 
When mix ed with benzine, however, it may 
l>e used in ordinary benzine lamps; but when 
burned alone a special lamp must be adopted. 
The trees that furnish tho greatest amount of 
oil are the pine and fir. There are now about 
forty establishments engaged in this manu­ 
facture in Sweden.—Foreign Letter.
